Group Budget Review Board, after careful consideration of the budget 
for the Central Inte^igence Group for the fiscal y ear 19U8, appr ove

2. From data presented at the hearing held 30 September 
19L6, it is apparent that organizational and functional problems will 
arise during the interim period which will require deviations from the 
specific amounts included for each separate item. This fact, however, 
does not cast doubt upon the reasonableness of the budget as a whole. 

3. In connection with the above budget as submitted 
it is interesting to note that expenditures by another governmental 
organization having a simi lar mission during the flscal jwr 19kS 
approximated^J^H^^^Hincluding the value of assistance in matters 
of supplies anl^^W^^fturnished by the Army and Navy. This amount 
was expended when many geographical areas which should be covered 

for intelligence purposes were inaccessible to that organization.
